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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6/23/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant states the following: Gottesman fails to teach or suggest the claimed message 
including information which requests a call from the mobile device to the destination number. A 
call set up by a user transferring user identification to a server, as taught by Gottesman, is not 
sending a message including a destination number from the mobile device to a callback 
computer, the message including information which requests a call from the mobile device to the 
destination number, as recited in claim 1. The call made from Gottesman' s exchange to the 
server does not request a call 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's statement. As stated on page 3 of the 
3/23/06 Office action, Examiner relies on Kennedy, not Gottesman, for a teaching of sending a 
message including a destination number from the mobile device to a callback computer. 
Examiner then relies on Gottesman for a teaching of a message including information which 
requests a call from the mobile device to the destination number. As previously noted, 
Gottesman states "the user presses keys on the terminal to transmit a message requesting a call, 
e.g. comprising the number of the server which the user desires to access." Accordingly, the 
terminal in Gottesman transmits a message including information which requests a call from the 
mobile device (terminal) to the destination number (of the server). If Applicant intends a first 
call to include a message that requests a second call to be initiated, then the claims must be 
amended to recite such a feature. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
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specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
